Disastrous Fire 

At Wainwright 

Fire that started at an early hour 
baturday morning on Second avenue 
in the business part of the town com¬ 
pletely gutted the dinag store of J. L. 
Gerow, apartments of H, V. Field- 
house, Alex Sawer’s tailor .shop, and 
apartments above the latter shop. 

For a time Washburn’s hardware 
store was seriously threatened, to¬ 
gether with the I.O.O.F. Hall in the 
same building. The hardware store 
Was flooded with water but the in¬ 
terior and stocks of the other build¬ 
ings were completely destroyed. The 
loss is estimated at $50 000, partly 
covered by insurance. 

The fire is thought to have started 
in the Fieldhouse apartments, and is 
believed to be due to defective wiring 
For a time it looked as though Wash¬ 
burn’s hardware would go, and with 
it the Wainwright hotel next door. 

The fire department made a splen¬ 
did fight, playing four streams of 
water on the blaze, besides having 
two chemical machines in action. It 
was feared for a time that the w^ater 
supply would give out.—Edmonton

far as I am able to discover from a 
perusal of my copies of the Financial 
statements for the last few years. The 
period mentioned by him also appears 
to be entirely w'rong. If there was any 
mistake made it was the giving out 
to be entirely wrong. If there was any 
2 nistake made, it was the giving out 
of seed grain, commencing wnth the 
year 1918. This loaning of money iii^ 
creased with each year thereafter, un¬ 
til in the year 1918 it had reached the 
sum of $52,000. I do not say tha.t this 
w.'is not good policy—but whether it 
was or not—this is the only matter 
on wdiich our local council has at any 
time placed us in the position of being 
in debt. Maybe this wns not good 
policy—but Uie fact remains that the 
taxpayers needed seed, the bank 
would not make the advance, and the 
(Councils made the loans to keep the 
di.strict in shape to raise crops. Then 
tow'ards the middle of 1921 (if I gath¬ 
er my facts rightly), the bank shut 
down on all advances—even refused 
to come through “with the amounts 
promised to the Municipal Di.sitrict for 
Municipal and School purposes. What 
happened. Rather than close the 
schools and suspend Municipal road 
operations; I gather that the collec¬ 
tions \vere diverted to the General 
Fund and all calls on schools and for 
road works were paid—regardless of 
whatever the consequences might be. 
For this I do not blame the Council 
of that date but rather admire them 
for having the courage to “caryy on” 
in spite of adverse and unlooked for 
developments. On top of this I am 
taking into account the fact, that ow¬ 
ing to poor crops, collections were 
slow, and something had to go behind. 
Did our friend Mr. Lang not feel the 
pinch of these years? If not, he must 
have been the exception to the rule 
in this district. ( 

What he means by “other parts of 
the administration has been far from 
good” I do not pretend to know—but 
he will probably enlighten us at the 
annual meetting. 

The remedy Mr. Lang prescribes is. 
— (first) Re-organize the Council. 
(Second) Cutting all expenditures to 
the bone, and doing only repair work 
on the roads. Does he realize that it 
is possible by this policy to so reduce 
the state of the roads that we would 
have to raise debentures to bring 
them back to a decent state after two 
years of such a policy . 

If w^e would save on the roads, do 
not let us save one yea^ and have to 
spend three times the amount saved 
the next year. 

If the prescription of Mr. Lang is 
to take off our good roads for the way 
of creating a surplus. Better to pay 
an extra mill each year, and create a 
surplus that way. 

There will be less dbt if the taxes 
are paid—as the debt is entirely owing 
to th^ unpaid taxes. 

How are most farms operated ex¬ 
cept by borrowing for some time? 
Much more so a Municipality. 

In closing, Mr. Editor, I think it 
ib very bad taste (to* say the leas) for 
any taxpayer to endeavour, by any 
means whatever to destroy the credit 
of his Municipality bv insinuating 
that its financial standing is not good 
Let every taxpayer examine his copy 
of the financial statement for himself 
and use his common sense and then 
come to the annual meeting with an 
open mind—land not with the idea 
that he is attending to some unpleas¬ 
ant duty. 

The fact that the Councillors are 
each elected by the taxpayers of his 
own district .should be evidence that 
these are the men in whom we place 
confidence— and if some disgruntled 
taxpayer is to be allowed to cbctate to 
our representatives what they shall 
do. and how they shall do it,—then 
the sooner we put an end to the pre¬ 
tence of “local government” the better 
it will be for us all.
